Section II—Special points tq be kept in view while negotiat¬ 
ing a supply contract. 

II (i) The C&F value of the contract should be expressed 
in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omitted) and should ex¬ 
clude Indian Agent’s commission, if any, which should be 
paid in' Indian rupees. 

In no circumstances tbe contract value should be ex¬ 
pressed in Indian vupccj or in any other currency. The pur¬ 
chase order and the supplier’s order confirmation should be 
in English only. 


_ 1 (vi) Imports to be financed under the Credit are res¬ 
tricted to the list of goods and services attached to the im¬ 
port licence duly attested by Ihe licensing authorities. 


- I (vli) No remittance of foreign exchange will be per¬ 
mitted against the import licence. Any payment towards 
Indian Agents commission should be made in Indian rupees 
to the agents in India. Such payments, however, will form 
part of the licence value and will, therefore bo charged to 
the licence. 


I (viii) Firm order must be placed on C&F basis on the 
Overseas supplier located in the countries mentioned in An- 
nexure-I and sent to the Department of Economic Affairs 
(Japan. Section) within 4 months from the date of issue of 
the import licence. Freight and insurance charges will be 
payable in India in Indian rupees. “Firm orders” means 
purchase orders placed by the Indian Licencee on the over¬ 
seas supplier duly signed by the letter or purchase contract 
duly signed by both the Indian importer and the overseas 
supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of Overseas suppliers 
and/or order confirmation of such Indian Agents are not 
acceptable. 


I(ix) This condition of the placement of contracts with¬ 
in 4 months period will be treated as not having ben com¬ 
plied with unless complete contract .documents reach the 
Ministry of Finance, Departemnt of Economic Affairs (Japan 
Section) within four months from the date of issue of the 
import licence. If firm orders as explained in para I(viii) 
above cannot be placed within four months for valid rea¬ 
sons, the licencee should submit the import licence to the 
concerned licensing authorities giving reasons why ordering 
could not be comnleted within four months. Such requests 
for extension in the ordering period will be considered on 
merit by the licensing authorities who mav grant extension 
upto a further maximum period of 4 months. If however, 
extension is sought beyond 8 months from the date of issue 
of the import licence such proposals will invariably be re¬ 
ferred by tbe licensing authorities to the Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs (Japan Section). Ministrv of Finance. North 
Block, New Delhi who will consider such extension on the 
merits of each case and communicate their decision to the 
licensing authorities for communication to the licencee. 
Only on production bv the licencee of a letter from the 
licensing authorities sanctioning such extension will the 
authorised dealers and departmental authorities permits the 
facility of tetter of authority for the establishment of letter 
of credit, accentanee of deposits of the. rupee equivalent, etc. 
in respect of supply contracts entered into under the import 
licence. 


II (ii) The procurement of goods and services to be 
financed under the OECF Yen Credit for Hazira Fertilizer 
Project shall be made in accordance with the Guidelines at¬ 
tached as Annexurc II with the following additions ; 

(a) The KRIBHCO should submit the prequalification 
documents, in triplicate, to the Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs (Japan Section) who would send 
them to the OECF for its review. 

(b) In case of procurement of goods and services of

The last three lines in Section 4.09 of thi Guidelines 
(Annexure II) shall be disregarded in cases of 
above (c) and (d). 

(e) The bidding decouments shall state which are the 
eligible source countries. 

(f) In the evaluation of bids, anv bidder shall not be 
granted a margin of preference. 

(g) It should be noted that purchase contracts will be 
notified by the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section) to the OECF 
only after obtaining the OECF approval of the 
documents referred to in (b) above.

ANNEXURE li 

MAIN GUIDELINES FOR PROCUREMENT OF GOODS 
AND SERVICES UNDER THE PROJECT LOAN AS 
FORMULATED BY O.E.C.F. 

I. Advertising 

For all contracts subject to Formal Open International 
Tendering, invitations to bid shall be advertised in at least 
one newspaper of general circulation in India. 

H. Bidding Documents and Contracts 

II-1. Bid Bonds or Guarantees 

Bid bonds or bidding guarantees are a usual requirement 
but they should not be set so high as to discourage suitable 
bidders. Bid bonds or guarantees should be released to un¬ 
successful bidders as soon as possible after the bids have 
been opened. 

II-2. Conditions of Contract 

The conditions of contract should clearly define the rigfits 
and obligations of the importer and the Contractor or 
supplier, and the powers and authority of the engineer, if one 
is employed by the importer, in the administration of the 
contract and any variations thereunder. In addition to the 
customary general conditions of contract, some of which are 
referred to in these Guidelines, special conditions appropriate 
to the nature and location of the project should be included, 

II-3 Type and Size of Contract 

Contracts can be let on the basis of unit prices for work 
erfbrmed or items supplied or of a lump-sum price, or a com- 
ination of both for different portions of the contract, accord¬ 
ing to the nature of the goods or services to be provided and 
the bidding documents should clearly state the type of 
contract selected. 

Contracts based principally on the reimbursement of actual 
costs are not acceptable by the Fund except in exceptional 
circumstances. 

Single contracts for engineering equipment and cons¬ 
truction to be provided by the same party (“Turnkey Con¬ 
tracts") are acceptable if they offer technical and economlo 
advantages for tre borrower country. 


II- 4. Eligible suppliers 

Exporters or supplies whose goods and services are to be 
financed out of the proceeds of the Loan (hereinafter refer¬ 
red to as “the eligible supplier”) shall be nationals of the 
eligible source countries satisfying the following conditions. 

(1) a majority of subscribed shares shall be held by 
nationals of the eligible source countries, 

(2j a majority of full-time directors shall be nationals of 
the eligible source countries, and 

(3) such juridical ‘persons’ shall be registered in the eli¬ 
gible source countries. 

III- l. Contract Price 

(a) The contract price should be Stated in Japanese Yen 
provided, however, that the portion of the contract price 
which the contractor will spend in the borrower’s country 
should be stated in the bo; rower’s currency. 

(b) (Price Adjustment Clauses 

Bidding documents should contain a clear statement wheiher 
firm prices are required or escalation of the bid prices is 
acceptable. 

A provision should be made fop adjustment in the contract 
prices in the event changes occur in the prices of the major 
cost constituents of the contract, such as labour and impor¬ 
tant materials. 

The specific formula for price adjustments should be clearly 
defined in the bidding documents. 

A ceiling on price adjustment should be included in con- 
racts for the supply of goods, but it is not usual to include 
such a ceiling in contracts for civil works. 

No price adjustments should normally be provided for 
goods to be delivered within one year. 

The Guidelines do not attempt to identify the various 
methods by which contract prices may be adjusted. 

(c) Insurance 

The bidding documents should state precisely the types of 
insurance to be provided by the successful bidder. 

III- 2. The contract duly signed by both partios or purchase 
order by the Indian importer placed on the overseas supplier 
supported by order confirmation in writing by ihe overseas 
supplier, or their photo copies are also acceptable to the 
Fund. 

ILL 3. The following statement of eligibility by the supplier 
shall be added to each contract. 

“I(We) hereby state that my (our) company is an eligible 

supplier, as— -— per cent (%) of the shares are held 

by nationals of—(eligible source country) and--per cent 

(%) of the directors are nationals-(eligible source 

country) and my (our) company has been registered in- 

-(eligible source country)” 

TV-1. Standards 

If national standard to which equipment or materials must 
Comply are cited, the specifications should state that commo¬ 
dities meeting Japan Industrial Standard or other inter¬ 
nationally accepted standards, which ensure an equal or 
higher qrmlity that the standards mentioned, will also bo 
accepted. 

IV- 2. Use of Brand - Names 

Specifications should be based on performance capability 
and should only prescribe brand names, catalogue numbers, or 
oroducts of specific manufacturer if specific spare parts are 
required or it has been determined that a degree of standardi¬ 
zation is necessary to maintain certain essential features. Tn 
the latter cose the specifications should perjnit offers of alter¬ 
native commodities which have similar characteristic* end 
provide performance and quality at least equal to those 
specified. 

IV-3. Guarantees, Performance Bonds and Retention Money, 

Bidding documents for civil works should require some 
form of surety to guarantee that the work will be continued 
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until it is completed, This surely can be provided either by a 
bant guarantee or by a performance bond, the amount of 
which will vary with the type and magnitude of the work 
but should be sufficient' to protect the borrower in case of 
default by the contractor, Its life should extend sufficiently 
beyond completion of the contract to cover a reasonable 
warranty period. The amount of the guarantee or bond re- 
quired should be defined in the bidding documents, 

Tn contracts for the supply of goods it is usually prefer¬ 
able to have a percentage of the total payment held as reten¬ 
tion money to guarantee performance than to have a banlj 
guarantee 01 bond. The percentage of the total payment to be 
held as retention money and the condition; for its ultimate 
payment should be stipulated in the bidding documents. 

If, however , a bank guarantee or bond is preferred it should 
be for n nominal amount. 

V. Liquidated Damage 

Liquidated damage clauses should be included in bidding 
documents when delays in completion or delivery will result 
in extra cost, loss of revenues or loss of their benefits to the 
borrower. Provision may also be made for a bonus to be 
paid to contractors for completion of civil works contracts at 
or ahead of times specified in the contract when such earlier 
completion would be of benefit to the borrower. 

VI. Force bPajoure 

The conditions of the Contract included in the bidding docu¬ 
ments should contain clauses, when appropriate, stipulating 
that a failure on the part of the parties to perform their obli¬ 
gations under the Contract shall not be considered a default 
under the Contract if such failure is the result of an event 
of force majeure do bo defined in the conditions of the 
Contract). 

VII. Settlement of Disputes 

Provision dealing with the settlement of disputes should be 
included in the conditions of the Contract. It is desirable 
that the provisions should be based on “Rules of Conciliation 
and Arbitration” which have been prepared by the International 
Chamber of Commerce or on such other arrangements as 
may be mutually acceptable to the Indian Importer and the 
overseas supplier,. 

Vllb Language Interpretation 

Bidding documents should be prepared In English. If other 
language should be used in the bidding documents, English 
should be added to such documents and it is required to specify 
which is governing 

IX, Bid Opening. Evaluation and Award of Contract 

IX. 1. Time Intetvul between Invitation and Submission of 
Bids. 

The time allowed for preparation of bids will depend to r 
large extent upon the magnitude and complexity of the cont¬ 
ract Generally not less than 30 days should be allowed for 
international bidding. The time allowed, however, should be 
governed by the circumstance® relating to each contract. 

IX-2. Bid Opening Procedures 

The date, hour and place for the latest receipt of bids and 
for the bid opening should be announced in the invitations to 
bid and all bids should be opened publicly at the stipulated 
timo. Bids received after this time should be returned un¬ 
opened. The name of the bidder and the total amount of each 
bid and of any alternative bids, if they have been requested 
or permitted, should be read aloud and recorded. 

IX-3. Clarifications or Alteration of Bids 

No bidder shall be permitted to alter his bid after the bids 
have been opened Only clarifications not changing the sub¬ 
stance of the bid may be accepted. The importer may ask any 
bidder for a clarification of his bid but should not ask any 
bidder to change the substance or the price of his bid. 


1X-4. Procedures to bo confidential. 

Except as may be required by law, no information relating 
to the examination, clarification and evaluation of bids and 
recommendations concerning award should be communicated 
after the public opening of bids to any persons not officially 
concerned with these procedures until the award of a contract 
to the successful bidder is announced. 

1X-5, Examination of Bids 

Following the opening, it should be ascertained whether ma¬ 
terial errors in computation have been made in the bids, 
whether the bids are fully responsive to tile bidding docu¬ 
ments, whether the required sureties huve been provided, 
whether documents have been properly signed and whether the 
bids are otherwise generally in order. If a bid does not sub¬ 
stantially conform to the specifications, or contains inadmissible 
reservations, or is not otherwise substantially responsive to 
the bidding documents, it should be rejected. A technical 
analysis should then be made to evaluate each responsive bid 
and to enable bids to be compared. 

IX-b. Post-qualification of Bidders 

In the absence of pre-qualifications, the borrower should 
determine whether the bidder whose bid Jins been evaluated 
the lowest has the capability and financial resources effectively 
to carry out the contract concerned. If the bidder does not 
meet that test, his bid should be rejected. 

IX-7. Evaluation and Comparison of Bids 

Bid evaluation must be consistent with the terms and con¬ 
ditions set forth in the bidding documents. In addition to the 
bid price, adjusted to correct arithmetical errors, other fac¬ 
tors such as the time of completion of construction or the 
efficiency and compatibility of the equipment, the availability 
of service and spare parts, and the reliability of construction 
methods proposed should be taken into consideration. To the 
extent practicable these factors should be expressed in mone¬ 
tary terms according to criteria specified in the bidding docu¬ 
ments. The amount of escalation for puce adjustments, if 
any, included in the bids should not be taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

The currency or currencies in which the price offered in each 
bid would be paid by the borrower if that bid were accepted 
should be valued in terms of a single currency selected by the 
borrower for comparison of all bias and stated in the bidding 
documents. The rates of exchange to be used in such valua¬ 
tion should bo the selling rates published by an official source, 
and applicable to similar transactions on the day bids are 
opened unless there should be a change in the value of curren¬ 
cies before the award is made. In such cases the exchange ra'es 
at the time of the decision to notify the award to the success¬ 
ful bidder should be used. 

rX-8. Rejection of Bids 

Bidding documents usually provide that borrowers may 
reject all bids. However, all bids should not be rejected and 
new bids invited on the safne specifications solely for the 
purpose of obtaining lower prices in the new bids, except in 
cases where the lowest evaluated bid exceeds the costs esti¬ 
mates by a substantial amount. Rejection of all bids may also 
be justified when (a) bids are not responsive to the intent of 
the bidding documents, or (b), there is a lack of competition. 
If all bids arc rejected, the borrower should review the cause 
or causes justifying the rejection and either consider revision 
of the specifications or modification in the project (or amounts 
of work on items called for in the original invitation to bids), 
or bolh. In special circumstances, after consultation with the 
Fund, the borrower may negotiate with one or two of the 
lowest bidders to try to obtain a satisfactory contract, 

IX-9. Award of Contract 

The Award of a contract should be made to the bidder whose 
bid has been determined to be the lowest evaluated bid and 
who meets the appropriate standards of capability and financial 
resources. Such bidder should not be required, as a condition 
of award, to undertake responsibilities on commodities not 
stipulated in the. specifications or to modify hit bid.

Itj cases where the Fund has agreed to provide, out of the 
Loan, foreign exchange against expenditure in local currency 
(i.e. currency of the country of the Borrower), the Request 
shall be made in terms of Japanese Yen and the r me unt claimed 
shall be the agreed portion of local currency expenditures 
actually incurred. The exchange rate of such local currency 
per Japanese Yen shall be agreed upon separately between the 
Fund and the Borrower. 

Care should be taken to ensure that the Request reaches 
the Fund at least ten (10) days before the date on which re¬ 
imbursement Is made.

If such services relate to Importation of goods (c.g. freight, 
insurance payments)adequate references shall bo given to enable 
the Fund to relate each of these items to the specific goods the 
cost of which has been or is to be financed by the Fund.
